Claims 1, 3-23, 25-40, and 42-47 of the amendment filed 7/3/2007 are allowed. The 
following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of these claims: Nothing in the 
prior art anticipates or suggests, "displaying said robot image and said real environment image 
on said viewing device; superimposing the robot-specific information over the image of said 
robot on said viewing device, at least one robot-specific coordinate system being superimposed 
into said image of the robot and real environment" in a method for superimposing computer- 
generated information into an image of the real environment detected by an image receiving unit 
located on a viewing device, set forth in the base claim 1.
